Beſides the Cha/ybeat Wells at Poleſworth in N ar- 
wickſhire, at Quarndou near Derby, and others long ſince 
known, there have been ſome within a few years diſcover'd 
in thoſe Parts, as at Lichfield, at Cadeby in Leiceſterſhire, near 
Market Boſworth, alſo at Lathom in Lancaſhire.

Parts, as well as the Chiltern, which 1s not far diſtant from 
it, were Sylvis horridæ, a Character ſometimes given to the 
whole Ifland. Hence your ſuppoſal that Vargrave was a 
Place of Battle, or where ſome were buried aſter a Battle, 


is look'd on by Mr. Dodwell as only an ingenious Conjecture, 
z unleſs you had ſome foundation for it in Hiſtory. Many, 
and indeed great Battles have been fought in this Iſland, 
concerning which our Hiſtorians tell us nothing. But there 
are other Monuments of Battles, which, could you produce, 
would confirm your thoughts of Wargrave; and thoſe are 
Tumuli, commonly ſtyl'd Barroms, ſuch as thoſe remarkable ones 
near Stevenage in Hertford-ſhire, and ſeveral in other Places, 
ſome of which are mention'd by Mr. Camder, reſembling 
that which Tacitus in 1. 1. Annal. tells us Germanicus rais d, 
when he buried the Bodies of Varus's Legions. Mr. Camden

Oabley, a Town's name, is render'd in Latin Aclea, in Saxon. Chronic. 
ol, 6. M in 
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in his Britax. p. 352. ſpeaking of Bark/ow, tells us, tis fa- 
cc mous for four Barrows, ſuch as our Anceſtors us'd to raiſe 
«to the memory of thoſe Soldiers that were kill'd in Battle, 


and their Bodies loſt. Tho' withal p. 439. he tells us that 
Hills, in which Coals, Pottherds, gc. were put, were fre- 


quently ſet up as Boundaries. 
Your Etymology of Grave is unqueſtionable: whence in 
the Eaſt-Riding ot Yorkſhire, they expreſs the Operation of 


the Spade by graving ; as that of the Mattock, which they 


call a Dig, by digging. | 

Among other things that reſpect the Language, I obſerve 
that there are ſeveral Rivers of the ſame Name, which makes 
me conclude that the Names are originally Appellatives, and 
would appear ſo to ſuch who are skill'd in the Septentrional, 
or rather in the Brt/h Language, of which ſome of theſe 
evidently appear to be. And 'tis no wonder, that tho Ci- 
ties and Towns, which are changeable, get new Names; 
that yet Rivers, which are {till the ſame, retain their old 
ones. M, which is the Name of the River that runs by 
Hereford, Monmouth, &c. and alſo of that by Bakewell in 
Derby. ſbire, your late worthy Friend Mr. Lhuyd has ihewn 
to be a Britiſb Appellative. Camd. Brit. p. 587. Had he 
had occaſion, I believe he, who was ſo well vers'd in the 
Originals of that Language, might have ſhewn the fame in 
many of thoſe that follow. As Avon, the Name of the River 
that runs by Briſtol, of that which runs by Warwick and 
Stratford, and of that in Northampton-ſhire, (otherwiſe call'd 
Nen) that runs by Avondale (or Oundle) it receiving it's 
Name from it. Mr. Camden in Brit. p. 431. obſerves, when 
he ſpeaks of this River, that Avon in the Britiſßh Tongue is 


a Name for all Rivers; and to be ſure is Britiſb, if Aufona 


be the true Reading in Tacitus, Annal. l. 12. 7. That River 


in Mili. ſbire that runs by Salisbury is of the ſame Name, and 


poſſibly others that I have not obſerv d. Ow/ſe is the Name 


of the River that runs by York, as alſo that by Huntingdon 


&c. to 22 1. Is not I/%s the Latin word by which this is 
expreſſed? Cole is that River which runs by Colcheſter, that 


by Colęſbill in Warwickſhire, and that by Colebrook, which 


parts Buckingham-ſhire from N 0 Derwent, or Darent, 
that by Derby, that in the Eaſt-Ruding of York-(bire, that runs 
by Malton, Stanford-bridge, near which was the City Der- 
ventio of the ſame Name obſerv'd by Mr. Camden, Brit. p. 
736. As that in Kent is obſerv'd p. 215. Stour, that by 
Surbridge in Worceſter-ſhire, that near where Sturbridge Fair 
is kept, that by Stourminſter in Dorſet hire, that by Stourton 
in Wiltſhire, that which parts Eſex from Suſſex, and ſeveral 

more, 
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more. Tame, that by Tame in Oxfordſhire, that by Tamworth 
in Stafford-ſhire. And to name no more, (tho' I believe 
others might be found) Rother, which goes by Rotherham in 
York-ſhire, and gives name to it, and another in Suſſex. 

As the Names of Rivers, ſo many of Cities and Towns 
are Appellatives. Such as Cheſter and it's Compounds, trom 
the Roman Caſtra: That of Wich, whether from Vicus, or 
rather ſome Britiſh Original, I leave others to determine. 
Thoſe of Stoke, Ham, Hurſt, Holt, Holm, Thorn, &c. with 
their Compounds are Saxon, and of Afﬀinity to ſome Places in 
Germany, and other Northern Countries. But this is too ex- 
tenſive a Subject to be here handled. 

When my firſt Deſign in imparting ſome of my Obſerva- 
tions to you was, that they might have been ſerviceable to 


the Reverend Dr. Gibſon in a new Edition of the Britannia, 
which you, Sir, then gave me ſome hopes of; I ſhall not 


omit to mind you of what I obſerv'd as uncorrect and moſt 
blame-worthy in my thoughts in the former Edition, (which 
mult not be imputed to the Dr.) that is, the Unaccurateneſs of 
the Maps, even where they are copied from ſuch as were 


made with great Exactneſs, as in that of Srafford-{hire from 


that which was ſo well drawn by Dr. Plot, ſome Places, as 
Weſton, being left out, others not ſo exactly placed Tho' 
] have obſerv'd Errors in other Maps, when 1 conſulted them 


about Places I travell'd in; yet I] only inſtance in thoſe of 


two Maps, that of Leiceſter-(hire my Native Country, and 
that of the Eaſ?-Riding of York-ſhire, where | had my Sta- 
tion above 20. years. In the former 1 find Stanton under 
Bardon (miſprinted Barton) placed three Miles at leaſt di- 


ſtant from it's right Situation, which is a Mile North of Thorx- | 


ton towards Bardon-hill, from whence tis {tyl'd Stanton un- 
der Bardon, to diſtinguiſh it from other Stantons. When 
the Boundary of Leiceſter-ſhire from Warwick-ſhire is plain 
and ſtrait, viz. Watling-Street Road all along from Wither ley 
till it approaches Northampton-/hire, as is truly obſerv'd in 
the Map of Warwxk.ſhire ; yet in the Map of Leiceſter ſhire, 
the Boundary is made to croſs that Road three or four times, 


and the Street way made very little it's Limit, as it ought all 


along to have been. The River Azker is repreſented in that 


Map croſſing Matling- Street over againſt Lindley, whereas it 


croſſes it at Witherley-bridge, In the Map of the Eaſt-Riding 
of Tork-ſhire I find ſeveral Villages that are wholly depopu- 
lated, as Wolfurton, Tranby, Heſſe!skugh, (miſprinted Heſſel.) 


This I do not blame: but then ſome conliderable Villages, 
as Little Wighton, Riplingham, &c. ought not to have been 


omitted, Some Places are miſrecited. E!ton is put for Etton, 
| M 2 | Brom- 
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Bromſield for Bromflete. The true Situation of that great and 


remarkable Town Kingfon upon Hull (commonly calbd 
only Hull) is not accurate. It ſhould have been put cloſe 
to the River Hull, which waſhes it on the Eaſt, eſpecially 
when on the other {ide of that River ſtand its Block-houſes. 

Theſe few things I inſtance in, that if ever there ſhould be 
a new Edition of the Britannia, greater care ſhould be taken 


herein, and due Information procur'd from judicious and 


obſerving Perſons. 

Here tis time to ſtop, unleſs I had matter of greater 
worth to impart to you. And, Sir, upon the Review here- 
of, I find that I have us'd the Privilege and Method of Tra- 
vellers ; who tho”, before they ſet out, they pitch upon a Road 
which their Friends have advis'd, and their own Prudence 
approv'd; yet do not always exactly follow it, but ſometimes 
make Excurſions to gratify their own Curioſity with ſome de- 
lightful Object, and (as they hope) their Friends afterwards 
with a Repreſentation of that which pleas'd themſelves. lt [ 
have done this laſt, I ſhall not looſe my End. I ſhall permit 
it wholly to your judgment either to communicate this Pa- 
per to others, or to ſuppreſs it.

Towards the Recovery of the Courſes 
of the four Great 


ROMAN WATS. 


T is the general voice of all our Hiſtorians that four 
= Roads or Streets ran from ſeveral points croſs this 
and; but writing long after they were made, and in 
133 times, they have left their accounts of them 
ſo obſcure and uncertain, both as to the courſes they 
held, and the names they were known by, that it is no won- 
der if we, who come ſo many ages after them, are ſtill in the 
dark, and ſo much at a loſs to trace any one of theſe Streets 
{ from the beginning to the end of it. And indeed I now 
conclude it is impoſſible to do it without great interruptions, 
time and other accidents deſtroying every day more and more 
of their mouldering remains. 1 
As for their Authors, no body now queſtions but they 
were the Romans when Maſters of this Iſle, and the ſtory that 
fathers them upon Molmucius and Belinus, two Britiſh Kings, 
is intirely exploded. To fix their names here, and endeavour 
| at the Etymology, would be wholly to waſt time, ſince we 
| have nothing but dubious conjecture upon that head. There- 
| fore I ſhall not detain you with any thing of that nature, 
but refer you to what has been already ſaid by Mr. Camden, 
| Somner, Burton, and others of our Antiquaries, thereupon, 
and only take notice of it, if occaſion requires, when I come 

| to (peak of theſe ſeveral ways in particular.

Neither ſhall I trouble you with all that our Hiſtorians have 
told us of theſe ways, ſince they generally tranſcribe, and take 
what they have upon truſt, from one another, but confine 
my ſelf to that account we have of them in Ranulphus Hi. 
gaen's Polychronicona, and the MS. in the Cottonian Library b 
called Eulogium, as the moſt diſtinct and perfect. The former 
nevertheleſs ſeems to be uncertain, and not confiding much 
in what he had collected gives us two different deſcriptions 
of the firſt ; and that he has been miſled in all four will be 


very evident to thoſe that will be at the pains to follow him. 
His words are :

I have given you this Scheme exactly as it is delineated in

the Cottonian MS. The bottom of it ſeems to have been 


cut off in binding the book, and ſo we have loſt ſome let- 
ters there; but thoſe that are ſtill exſtant at the weſt corner 
| ſeem to be the remains of the word Cornubia, as do thoſe in 
the middle to be part of Dorobernia, which nevertheleſs ought 
to have been placed at that point of the Ifland where the 
| Wattlingſtreet begins ab Euro Auſtro in Zephyrum Septentri- 
onalem. Another palpable miſtake in it is the placing Meri- 
dies on the Eaſt {ide of the Scheme, when at the ſame time 
this Chorographer has drawn a line from Salisbury to St. 
Edmundsbury, and tells you it is Eaſt and Weſt, yet ends it 
juſt where he has fixed his Meridies. His ſetting alſo of Sa- 
lisbury upon the Iriſh Sea is as remarkable. 
Notwithſtanding theſe overſights this Scheme is ſufficient 
to give us jſome, and, as I believe, the beſt directions we 
| ſhall any where meet with in following theſe antiquated 
Ways. By it the Foſſe appears to have gone from Torteneſſẽ 
thro* Lincols to Cathneſſe ; Wattling ſtreet from Dover to 
Cheſter ; Erming ſtreet from the Southermoſt part of the Iſland 
directly North; and Ictnild from Eaſt to Weſt. And this 


account, I believe, we ſhall find in the general to be true, 


tho? not altogether without it's Errors. In ſhort, the only 
means to recover the tract of theſe Ways, beſides what we 
may pick out of our Hiſtorians, is diligently to trace what is 
{till left of them where any footſteps or names of them are 


yet apparent; and where no ſuch are to be found, by ob- 


ſerving where they ſhow themſelves again after any diſcon- 


tinuance, and filling up the intermediate loſs upon the belt 


conjectures we can either from the Situation of Roman 
Stations, or other Antiquities that may offer themſelves: and 
one great help to us may be the Ieinerary aſcrib'd to Anto- 
ninus, whom we often find travelling theſe roads, and parti- 

cularly the Vattlingſtreet à from one end to the other, with- 
out almoſt ever leaving it from Cheſter to Dover. 

I ſhall now come to the ſeveral ways in the order they are 
above deſcrib'd, and therefore firſt begin with Foſſe. What- 
ever our Hiſtorians ſay of it's commencing in Cornwall, I 
cannot find any ground to think it ever came out of that 
country, at leaſt as it is now bounded, eee it ſelf, the 
head of it according to them, being in D ire.

ditions to the deſcription of Devor-ſhzre 2 in the laſt edition 
of Mr. Camden's Britannia, where we are told, as a proof 
that the Romans were in poſſeſſion of this County, that the 
Foſſe-way croſſes it, but in what part, or near what Towns, 
we are left wholly in the dark.

And were it not fo, 
the name of a Town calPd Street, about a mile S. W. from 


Glaſtonbury ; that of another call'd Stratton in the Yorſwey, 


which is nothing elſe than Stretton in the Foſſeway, according 


to the dialect of this Country; and that of a third call'd Fo/s- 
cote, all in a direct line from the Bath to Strettwoodhead and 
ſo to Exceter, would put it almoſt out of doubt, that the 
courſe of the Foſſe lay thro' them.

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Of ſuch note indeed was this Vattlingſtreet, and ſo well 
known, that it has formerly been made and look'd upon as 


a boundary on ſeveral occaſions in this kingdom, as when 


King Alfred gave 3 Guthrum the Dane all the lands lying on 
the North {ide of it. And Hoveden tells b us, that Comes 


Uchthredus, & Northimbrenſes, & Lindiſienſes primitus, de-

worth, and ſo thro both Partons to Ancaſter, upon the Heath 
of which it is generally very viſible till it comes to Lincoln. 

Leaving Lincoln it takes Northweit under the name of 
the Old jtreet thro' Aſthorp and Stretton to the ruins of A4ge- 


locum which are on the fame ſide of Trent, but the preſent. 


Townot Littleburrough on the other. Then after it has left 
Gaimsborough a little on the left hand a it goes to Marton, 
near which Town's end ſeveral pieces of the antique pave- 
ment ſhow themſelves; and here it croſſed the Trent into 
Nottingham-ſhire, in which County I cannot diſcover any 
tracts of it. It were to be wiſhed the Gentleman b men- 
rion'd in the additions to Camden had been a little more par- 
ticular, and mention'd ſome of the 'T'owns it paſſes by in it's 
way from Doxcafter to Marton. However, it mult have in 
all probability croſſed this corner of Nottingham ſbire from 
Marton to Bautry in Tork-ſhire, not far from which ſtands 
Oſterſield or Auſterfield, and near that a large ſquare forti- 
fication, perhaps a Roman Camp, with the remains of a Mi- 
litary Way, by it's pointing ſeeming to be part of that we are 
in ſearch for between Marton and Doncaſter. = 

As ſoon as you are out of Dozcaſter, it riſes with a high 
bank, and carries you to Adwick in the Street, and is again 
viſible a little to the Welt of the Park by Pontfract. Thence 
it croſſes the Aire at Caſtleford, and goes by Ollerton and 


Ledſton to Aberford, and appears on ſeveral places of Bram 


ham More. It is cut by the River Marfe at St. Helſensford, 


a little below Wetherby, but the Agger ſhows it felt again 


immediately on the Northſide of it, and proceeds in a di- 
rect line to Alborough, frequently vitible in the way thither, 
but is not the great road now generally us'd, which lyes 


to the Welt of it, nevertheleſs is well enough known in 


thoſe parts by the name of the Roadgate or Roadway. Near 
Burrowbridge it paſſed the Eure, and a mile North from that 
River you have it again as ſoon as you are out of Kirch- 
hull, from whence it ſcarce ever diſappears for near twenty 


miles together, having been pav'd, as is ſtill evident, from 


this place to Cattarick in a ſtraight line, and about fourteen 
miles of it being hedg'd in on both ſides is now call'd Lee- 
ming-lane from a Town of that name ſtanding upon it, and 
the High- ſg reet. 7 | | 

Thoſe famous Pyramids call'd the Devils Arrows ſtand 


a (amd. addit. p. 490. 6 Ivid, 
ear 
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near this Street, a ſmall mile Weſt from A/borough. If they 
were 2 Hermæ, as I fee no reaſon to doubt but they were, 
they will be a ſtrong argument that the ErmingFreet took it's 
courſe this way, and no weak confirmation of the great Mr. 
Selden's b conjecture, who derives that name from Inmun- 
yull. It is certainly a more natural derivation of that Word, 


than what the Anonymous Author c of the Hiſtory of Alcheſter 


gives us from the Briti/h Armynth from it's going over 
Mountains, which 1 cannot find it does more than any of 
the reſt of theſe principal ways, unleſs we ſhould with him 
bring it likewiſe from St. Davids, which I think would be only 
confirming one miſtake by another. In November 1709. the 
Revrd. Mr. Maurice, Minitter of Alborough, caus'd the ground 
about the middlemoſt of theſe Arrows to be open'd nine foot 
wide. At firſt good foil was found about a foot deep, and 
then a courſe of {tones rough and of {ſeveral kinds; but 
molt were large cobbles, laid in a bed of courſe gritt and 
clay, and ſo tor four or five courſes underneath one ano- 


ther, round about the Pyramid, in all probability, to keep 


it upright, nevertheleſs they all ſeem to incline a little to 
the Southeaſt. Under the ſtones was a very ſtrong clay, ſo 
hard that the Spade could not affect it. This was necr two 
yards deep from the ſurface of the Earth, and a little lower 
was the bottom ot the (tone reſting up6n this clay, and was 
flat. As much of the {tone as is within ground 1s a little 
thicker than what appears above, and has the marks of a tilt

From Cattarick this Street divides it ſelf into two branches, 


one of them running directly Northward over Gatherly 
more to another Alburrough and a Stanwicks paſſes the Teys 


at Winſton into the Biſhoprick of Durham: the other turns 
off N. Welt to Maiden Caſtle upon Stainmore, and is viſible 
in ſeveral places, as about half a mile from Ast near Rich- 
10nd to the S. Eaſtward, and again ncar Stratford, and at Bows, 


and ſo on to the aforeſaid Caſtle. 
Il I will not poſitively affirm which of theſe is the continu- 


ation of the Ermingſtreet, tho' it ſeems molt probable to 
have been this which carrys us to Carlile; firſt becauſe ſe- 
veral of our writers end it there; ſecondly becauſe that City 


was always of more note from the ancientelt times, of 


which we have any knowledge, than any Town on the 
other branch; thirdly becauſe a great Military way is al- 
molt all along very evident to it in theſe parts; and tourthly 
becauſe all the Stations that Antoninus gives us in his fift 

Journey from Iſurium Brigantum to Luguvallium are ſeated 
upon it, as are ſeveral others before we come to the former 
of thoſe places; ſo that he ſeems to have had this road 


chiefly in his eye during that Journey. 


An accurate account of this way you have in the |: te ad- 
ditions to Camden s Britannia b, viz. That from Ree. croſſe 
it goes to Maiden Caſtle, thence the courſe of it lyes hro' 
that part of Brough calbd Market Brough, then over Brough 
fair hill, and a little to the North of Warcop, and over 
Sandford moor to Cowpland beck bridge, and ſo to Appleby,

From Appleby the way goes to the reliques of ſome Camps 
on Speedy more, and the North end of Kerby Thore, where

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another way about ten yards broad, and pav'd with ſtone 
joyns it from Caer Vorran near the Picts Wall, and is call'd 
the Maiden Way. Caer Vorran, | ſuppoſe, is a ſmall cor- 
ruption of Caer Yorwyn, which in We/ſh ſignifies the Maiden 
Caſt e, or Fort. The road we have been following goes on 
from Kirb» I hore to Temple Sowerby, and then on the North- 
lide of Whenfield Park to Brougham, and over the Ermmott 
by Lowther bridge into Cumberland, and fo to Carlile. Be- 
twixt theſe two laſt places it is very well known, being no 
other than the common road at this day in uſe; but paſſes 
thro' no Town in it's courſe there, except one call 'd Heskerr. 


Before I leave this Ermine ſtreet | ſhall only farther ob- 


ſerve, that it is probably mention'd in a Charter of Milliam 
the Conqueror*s to Wedderhall, a Cell of St. Mary's __ in 


Zork, but lying in Cumberland. The Words are a, Corfirmo 


cis ex dono meo totam paſturam inter Eden & Regiam viam 


quæ ducit de Karliolo ad Appelby ; but in the next page it 


is mention'd among the boundaries of that Cell more ex- 


preſsly thus, Et abide percurrit per Stratam Regiam gue | 


vocatur Heeſtreet, que ducit de Karlil aſque ad Apilby- 


way; by which words it may ſeem as if there was another 
new way to Apilby at that time when theſe boundaries were 


deſcrib'd, the old Heeſtreet leading from Carlile to 4pilly- 
way. The word Heeſtreet ſhould be wrote Highſtreet or ra- 
ther Heerſtreet, which is the ſame thing as Via militars ; 


hut if it was Hzghſtreet it is not the firſt time we meet with 


this Ermmgfreet under that denomination, as particularly 
between Leeming and Cattarick in the County of York. 
Ihe laſt and moſt uncertain of the four is the Jhenld- 
fereet or Rykmld as others call it, but I take them to be two 
diſtinct ſtreets, as does Mr. Drayton in his Polyolbion b, where 
he makes them ſo different as to be two of the four great Jays 
lis Waltlingſtreet there enumerates, and particularly laments 
that they are now utterly forgot. | 


- But oh unhappie chance! through times diſaſtrous lot 
Our other fellow ſtreets lic utterly forgot. 

As Icning, that ſet out from Yarmouth in the Eaſt, 
By the Iceni then being generally polleſt El 
Was of that people firſt tearm'd Icning in her race, 
Upon the Chiltern here that did mp courſe imbrace, 
Into the dropping South, and bearing then outright. 

Upon the Solent Sea, ſtopt on the Ile of Wight. 
And Rickneld forth that raught from Cambrias farther ſhor! 
Where South-wales now ſhoots forth St.David's promontore, 
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And on his midway neer did me in England meet: 
Then in his oblique courſe the luſty ſtragling Street 
Soon overtook the Foſſe, and toward the fail of Tine 
Into the German Sea diſſo]vd at his decline. 


The Mont of Cheſter calls this laſt alſo Ryckneldſtreet, and 


gives it the ſame courſe from Southweſt to Northeaſt, or 
from St. Davids to Tinmouth. Part of this ſtreet is ſtill ex- 
{tant in the Counties of Glouceſter, Worceſter, Warwick, and 


Stafford; yet, tho in our old writers, as well as in an an- 


cient deed of lands bounded near Birmingham by it, as Mr. 
Selden tells 2 us, and in another of Hilton Abby b in Stafford- 


ſhire dated A. D. 1223. it is conſtantly call'd Rycknildſtreet, 


it has now taken the name of Ic&/e, or Ickni/dſtreet, but, as 
1believe, without any juſt Title to it. hs OM. 

In Warwick-ſhire it 1s hardly loſt thro' the whole County, 
and from Bitford on the Southern edge of it it runs into 
Morceſter-ſbire, and taking it's courſe thro' South Littleton 
goes on a little to the Eaſt of Eveſham, and then by Hinton 
and Welt of Sedgebarrow into Glouceſterſhire near Aſton 


Under-hill, and ſo by Bekford, Aſhchurch, and a little Eaſt of 


Tewksbury thro* Norton to Glouceſter, from whence in all pro- 
bability it went to Oldbury, where formerly was the Ferry 
or Trajectus, c over Severn towards Caer Gwent : and if it did 
not run on ſo far as St. Davids, yet may it very well be 


ſuppos d to have gone to Maridunum, Carmardhin, and to 
have taken in that branch of Antoninus s Itincrary that lyes 


from Maridunum thro' Leucarum, Nidum, and Bovium to Iſca 
Leg. II. Auguſta d, the preſent Caer Leon ar Usk, St, Davids 
indeed not ſeeming of that Antiquity, as to claim any 
works of the Romans about it. The Strata Fulia men- 


tion'd by A. Necham in the following Verſes may have been 


part of it: 


Intrat & auget aquas Sabrinæ fluminis Oſca 
Præceps, teſtis erit Julia Strata mibi. 
am apt to think this Strata Julia came near Strigull Caſtle, 
the word Strigull, or Strigoil, as it is alſo wrote, ſeeming to 
be form'd from Strata Julia, the courſe of it alſo corre- 
ſponding both to Olabury and Caer Leon. It might take it's 
own appellation either from Julius Frontinus, as Mr. Camden 
8 e, who conquer'd the Silures, or Julius Agricola 
that ſucceeded him in the government of Britaim in the laſt 
year of Veſpuſian, ſuch a work being more hkely to be car- 
yd on in a conquer'd Province during times of peace than

very ſhort after his Conqueſt 2, and Agricola finding the 


neighbouring Ordovices all in arms at his arrival. 


But let us return to Bitford, and we ſhall follow this way 
with more certainty thro* Wicksford to Alceſter, from whence 
running near Coughton, Studley and Ipſiey, it enters Worce- 
ſterzſbire again near Beoly, and leaves it once more for War- 
wick-ſhire near Edgebaſton, and paſſing a little Weſt of Bir- 
mingbam croſſes the river Tame at Woolford-bridge into Staf- 
ford-ſhire ; there running thro' Sutton Park and by Sbenſton 
cutts the Vattlingſtreet ſcarce a mile Eaſt from Wall and 
Litchfield, then leaving the laſt on the Weſt goes by Stree- 
they, croſſes the Trent near Nhichnor, then taking Branſton 
in it's way, and leaving Burtox upon Trent about halt a mile 
to the Eaſt, and paſſing thro* Stretton it enters Derby-fhire 
over Monks-bridge near Egginton. 

Ihe tract of it I can trace no farther this way. But Hgden 
and others ſay it goes thro* Derby and Cheſterfield to York, 
and ſo on to Trmmeuth. If this is true, it went to Little 
Cheſter near Derby, a Roman ſtation, as the name, coins, 
and other antiquities there frequently diſcover'd make it 
appear: and from thence to cheſterſield, which ſeems to be 
confirm'd by another Stretton lying in a direct line between 
thoſe two places, about twelve miles from the firſt, and hve 
from the latter, whoſe name alſo beſpeaks it's antiquity. 

What more is faid concerning this Street is ſo general, that 
1 muſt leave it here not being able to follow it's courſe be- 
tween Cheſterfield and York. If it did go to that City it's 
pointing here ſeems to direct us either to Doncaſter, or Caſele- 
ford, near one of which Towns it might fall into that great 
Roman way deicrib'd above under the name of Erming ſtreet, 
tho' Mr. Drayton when he tells us that 

Then in his oblique courſe the luſty ſtragling Street 

Soon overtook the Foſſe, - — | 
ſeems to take it for that Street and not the ErmingFreet , 
but this Ryckneld-ſtreet never croſſing or joynin the Foſſe 
he muſt be miſtaken. Being then united with the Ermng- 
ſcreet till it came to Cattarick it might again divide it {el 
from it into that branch which we mention'd before to run 
over Gatherley moor, and near another Alburrough there and 
Stanwicks croſſes the Tres at Winſton into the Biſhoprick of 
Durham , where running thro* Vinovium, Bincheſter, and 
Condercum, Cheſter in the Street, it might carry us thus to 
_ Gateſhead, and Tinmouth, the one call'd in the Notitia b Imper!

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Gabroſentum and the other Tunnocelum, and garriſon'd, the Ikenild- 
firſt by the ſecond Cohort of the Thractans, the laſt by the firſt ſtreet. 


Cohort call'd Ælia Claſſica. How the Notitia Imperit, if it 
was compos'd late in the time of Theodoſrus the younger, 
places theſe troops here, and ſo many in other places per 
lineam Valli as well as in ſeveral Stations throughout the 
whole Iſland, cannot be accounted for, the Romans having 
withdrawn all their forces from hence under Honorius, unleſs 
that book tells us where thoſe had formerly been quarter'd, 
before the Iſland was abandon'd by them, which was upon 
Alarich the Goth's invaſion of Italy about the year 404. tho' 
it's probable a great part of them had been carry'd off be- 
fore by Maximus in his rebellion againſt Gratian the Empe- 
rour, OYaudian only mentioning one Legion coming from 
Britain to the aſſiſtance of Stilicho againſt thoſe Barbarians : 

Venit & extremis legio prætenta Britannis, 

Que Scoto dat frena truci, ferroque notatas 

Perlegit ym ge Picto morieute fguras a2. 
As for thoſe forces that went over into Gaul with Conſtan- 
tius afterwards, they ſeem rather to be Britains, rais'd here 
by him, than old Roman troops, whoſe abſence had given 
him and them an opportunity of raiſing a new Rebellion. 


The other and true Itenild-ſereet, as I take it to be, which 


had it's rife and name from the people call'd Iceni, the In- 
habitants of Norfolk, Suffolk, Cambridge: ſbire, and Hunting- 
ton-ſhire, is now firſt diſcover'd, with any Certainty, near 
Barley in Hertford-ſhire. From thence 1 {hall endeavour 
firſt to trace it backwards to it's head in thoſe parts, and 
then go on with it again as far as I can towards the other 
end of it. If we allow to Harriſon b and Dr. Plot c that 
there were other Iceni in the Counties of Stafford and Har- 
wick, yet I cannot doubt that thoſe ſeated in Norfo/k and 
the neighbouring territories were the People molt known 
and eminent by that name, as well from the extent of their 
Country, which muſt have been much larger than that could 
be of the Iceni, if ſuch, in Warwick and Stafford-(hire, as 
that the City call'd Venta Icenorum ſeems emphatically to di- 
{tinguiſh in the firſt mention'd Counties. 


Dr. Plot indeed ſeems to give d good reaſons why there = 


ſhould have been a People nam'd TJceni in thoſe parts alſo, 
and no doubt by Off orius's garriſoning the banks of the Se- 
very and Avon, and the circumjets nationes upon thoſe Ri- 
vers choſing a convenient place of battle, and the Roman Ge-

bitants either of Wiltſhire or Cheſhire) after the defeat of the 
Iceni, and their Confederates, the action mention'd by Ta- 
citus a muſt have been in that Country. Nevertheleſs Nor- 


folk, 2 Cambridge and Huntington-ſhire are not ſo far 


diſtant from Stafford and Marwicleſbire, but that their Inha- 
bitants might very well march thither to the alliſtance of 
their friends, whom they had incited to take up arms againlt 
the Romans ; nay, to me they ſeem to be the next neigh- 
bours to thoſe they had perſwaded to begin the war, the 
circumjectæ nationes implying plainly thoſe that dwelt upon 
the banks of the Severz and Avon. Now we mult remem- 
ber there were two Avons, both ſpringing near Daventry in 
Northampton-ſhire. One of them runs Weſt and is loſt in 
the Severn, the other, at preſent call'd the Nen, Eaſt, and 
goes into the Sea near Lynn in Norfolk, and conſequently 


the bordering people on it's banks were the next neighbours. 


to Huntington-hire. The Iceni joyning with theſe might very 
well march on with them on the Northſide of the Awvors, 
being then all a friend's Country, to the reſt of their Allys in 


Warwickſhire and near the Severn, the Romans then keeping 


themſelves on the Southſide of the Rivers, as is plain by 
their garriſoning them to prevent the incurſions of the ene- 
mies. Mr. Camden with great reaſon conjectures Antonam 
ſhould be read Aufonas, where Tacitus ſays b that Offorius 
prepar'd cinctos caſtris Antonam & Sabrinam fluvios cohibere, 
which cannot be to block up the Britains between thoſe 
Rivers, as Dr. Plot would have it, but to place Forts upon 


them, ſo that the Britains ſhould be 8 from makin; 


their inroads into the Countries ally'd with the Romans, 
which he tells us, a little before c, they had done, Efufis in 


agros Sociorum hoſtibus. If we conſider that the Silures, and 


Ordovices, people of South and Northwales, were not then 


conquer'd, and at the fame time call to mind the courſe ot 
the Severn, it will be apparent that the Romans could not 
quarter their forces ſo upon that River as to block up the 


Britains betwixt it and Avon, all the Weſt bank of it being 
in poſſeſſion of the Enemy. Oſforius therefore could only 
garriſon that part of it below where the Avon comes into it, 
and then extending his line along that River, till he came 


do the head of it in Northampton: ſbire, might throw up thoſe 


great fortifications and military trenches mention d by Mr. 
Camden d between that and the head of the other Avon, upon 


which alſo continuing his Garriſons, he effectually ſecur'd all

mans to be greater friends to the enemy than themſelves. 
Theſe therefore muſt be thoſe that Offorius would have diſ- 
arm'd. For detrahere Arma ſuſpectis cannot be interpreted 
of any but Alys, open enemies being paſt ſuſpicion, and not 
to be diſarm'd till vanquifh'd. And how juſt his ſuſpicion 


was of them appears by what follows b. For primi Iceni ab- 


nuere, valida gens, hiſque aultoribus circumjectæ nationes lo- 
cum pugnæ delegere. | 5 
After the battle was over, and theſe commotions laid 

the {laughter of the Icenians, and ſome troubles alſo appcas'd 
that had been rais'd among the Brigantes, we find that the 
Silures being a people to be gain'd- neither by fair nor foul 
means, Offorius was oblig'd to keep them under by quarter- 
ing his Souldiers among them. Which that he might the bet- 


ter perform, and leave all ſafe behind him, Colonia Camn- 


lodunum valida veteranorum manu deducitur in agros captivos, 
ſubſedium adverſus rebelles, & imbuendis ſaciis ad officia legum c, 


to be a defence againſt the Rebellious | Iceni] and to inure 


the Alys to the obedience of the Roman laws. The word 
Socii mult intimate either ſome of the Icen: that continu'd 
faithful, or rather the Trinobantes, Inhabitants of Eſex and 
Middleſex, and the Country Southward from Camulodunum 
or Saffron Walden : becauſc Tacitus in another place explains 
who thoſe Soci were, by telling d us, Ad ſeptuaginta millia 
civium & ſociorum its, que memoravi, locis cecidiſſe conſtitit. 
which places were Camulodunum, Londinium, and Verola- 


mium. By which it appears that Camulodunum mult have 


been ſeated between the Iceni and Londinium. and no Town 
could lye ſo opportunely for the abovemention'd purpoſes 
as Walden ; and we find accordingly that the firſt attack was 
made upon that, which being deſtroy' d, London and Veru- 
lam, the Allys of the Romans, ſoon underwent the ſame 
fate. So that theſe Iceni mention'd by Tacitus were in the 
Eaſt parts of the land, and not, as Dr. P/ot ſuppoſes e, in 
the Midland. Neither does Ptolemy, as the Dr. athrms, place 
4 Camulodunum about the Southern parts of Cheſbire under

Barley on the North eaſt edge of Hertford-ſhire, as we ob- 


ferv*d, is the firſt 1 where we find this Itenildſtreet with 


any certainty. To trace it backward from thence I mutt 
own is very difficult, if not impoſſible, few or no footſteps 
of it's name or courſe being now diſcernible, unleſs of the 


firſt in that of ſome Towns in thoſe parts. So that having 


no other guides in this dark ſearch, all that I can offer there- 


upon is but meer conjecture. Yet a little Southeaſt of Hog 
magog hills, three miles from Cambridge, runs ſtill a very fair 


rais' d Roman Cauſey, by it's pointing ſeeming to lead to New- 


market Heath one way, and to Icaltun, or Icaldune, about 
three miles from Barley the other way. Near Icaftun, ſays 


Mr. Camden a, was an ancient little City, from the old burrough 


call'd Burrough bank by the Country people. The marks of a 


ruin d place are there to be ſeen, and the plain tracts of the 


wall. A little Eaſtward between Burrough-ban and Saffron 
Walden | find a Town call'd Streethall. Now as we ſeldom 
mect with the Word Street in the name of a place except 


upon one of theſe od ways, I ſuppoſe this Streethall has been 
ſo call'd from it's ſituation. But it muſt have ſtood upon a 


Street leading from Walden to Icaldun, a Via wvicinaly, and 
not upon the great Road running into the Country of the 


Teen. 


It is probable therefore that this Tkenildſtreet went from 
Barley to Icaldun, and ſo by Hogmagog hills, and over New- 
market Heath to Theſworth not two miles South from St. Ed- 
mundsbury , and perhaps this Ikeſworth was the true Vila 
Fauſtint, or Bedericheſworth, the latter part of which word 
is the preſent name of it, and ſeveral pieces of Roman money 
have been found there Þ, but none, as I can learn, at Bury, 
or any other reliques of the Romans. Yet I mult confeſs the 
Regiſtry of the Abby places the Villa Fauſtini, in all appear- 
ance, ſomewhere near the Abby. But what memorials or 


tradition the Monks had for ſo doing, we cannot now deviſe.

One reaſon why we meet with no veſtigia of the Street in 
this part of the Country may be the firmneſs of the Sol), 
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which made it unneceſſary to raiſe it above the common le- 1kenild- 
vel of the ground, and we find it thus in it's whole courſe ſtreet. 
thro' the County of Oxford a. And tho we now meet 
with theſe ways on ſeveral Heat hs and firm grounds rais'd to 
a high pitch, where it might ſeem intirely needleſs and loſt 
labour to carry them on with ſo much uſeleſs colt and toil, 
et if we duely conſider thoſe places, we ſhall find them to 
| hive formerly been all, or moſt of them, great Woods, and 
conſequently not fo dry and found as at preſent. In ſuch 
places alſo they might be caſt up as a direction thro? thoſe 
difficult paſſages. But this Country having been always an 
open Heath, the makers of the Itenildſtreet might well ſpare 
themſelves that charge and pains here. It will not be amiſs 
if we repeat here part of a Letter in the Philoſophical Tranſ- 
ations b to the fame purpoſe, which refers to that Street we 
have mention'd before, from Lincoln to Humberſide, I have 
obſerv'd, ſays the Author, where it runs over nothing but bare 
Mountains and plata Heath, that there it conſiſts of. nothing 
but Earth caſt up, but where it comes to run thro' woods, there 
it 1s not only rais d, but alſo pav'd with great ſtones ſet edge- 
ways, very cloſe ta one another, that the roots of the trees that 
had been cut down to make way for the ſame might not ſpring 
up again and blind the road. Which pav'd Canſeway :s yet 
very ſtrong, firm, and viſible in many places of this Street, 
where Woods are yet ſtanding on both ſides, as undoubtedly 
they were in the Romans time, elſe had it not been pav'd ; 
and in other places it is pav'd where nothing of any NH 
* to be ſeen, tho there was when it was made undoubt- 
edly. 1 
If it came to Tkeſworth, I believe it is now impoſſible to 
determin what courſe this Itesilaſtreet took Eaſtward from 
that place. "Tho? there be ſome remains of an o way a little 
beyond Brandon Ferry, betwixt Weeting and Milton, I hardly 
think it paſſed the Ouſe there, ſince that Road ſeems to run 
intirely from Venta Icenorum and Yarmouth, and might ra- 
ther lead to Brannodunum, now Brancaſter, on the other 
coaſt of Norfolk. I take it to have gone either to Vulpitt 
the old Situmagus, or by another Tkeſworth, and then ſome- 
where about Dis, or Lopham-ford over the Waveney into that 
County, and fo by long Stratton, and Stratton St. Mary near 
the head of the River Veutfar, and Taesborough,to have taken 
in Caſter the Venta Icenorum, and from thence to have turn'd 
'0 Burgh Caſtle near Yarmouth, the Garriannonum where the 
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Notit;a Imperii à quarters the Stableſian Horſe b. The old 
way at that place call'd the Fews way which did lead to the 


Monaſtery, as an old Roman Wall at Leiceſter is call d the 


Fews Wall, may have been part of this Szreer, tho” it has 

now loſt it's name. | | 
But once more we muſt return to Barley, from whence 

this Ikenildſtreet viſibly carrys us, and owns it's name to Roy- 


fon, dividing, in it's paſſage, the Countys of Cambridge and 


Hertford. From Royſton it leaves Odſey-grange a little to the 
North; and running thro' Bal/dock croſſes a Rivulet call'd 
Pirre at Ich/eford, to which Town it has imparted it's name. 
Then continuing it's courſe to the Northweſt of Mellbury, 
little Offfey, and Lilley it enters Bedford-ſhire thro" Street ley 


to Durſtable. Locus autem ille prope Houghton, «bi Watling

From Dunſtable by the Southeaſt of Ivingho and Meer/- 
worth it went again into Hertford-ſhire near Long Merſton, 


and paſſed thro” Tring into Buckingham-ſhire, which it croſſed 
towards Chinner in Oxford-ſhire. I cannot however find it is 


any where apparent to the eye in the former of theſe Coun- 
ties, except between Princes Nisborrow and Kemble in the 
Street, where it is {till call'd Icenell way d. | 

Dr. Plot has traced e it quite thro Oxford-ſhire, and 1 can 
give you no better account of it than he has done, who was 
the firſt diſcoverer of it there, which is that it enters it in 
the Pariſh of Chinner, and leaves it again at Goring upon the 
Thames tor Bark-ſhire ; neither is it caſt up any where in 2 
ridged bank, or laid out by a deep trench as others are. It 
paſſes thro' no Town in the County unleſs Goring, oppoſite 
to Which, in Bark-ſh:re, ſtands Strately, which has aſſuredl) 
taken it's name from this Strata. — 
And here | muſt confcts my ſelf at a full ſtop, the Ikenild- 
ſtreet, as far as I know, being after this intirely loſt, and 
our guides utterly diſagreeing among themſelves which way 
to lead us. Henry of Huntington tells f us in general, it went 
from Eaſt to Weſt. Mr. Drayton terminates it upon the So. 
lent Sea. The Cottoman Scheme carrys it on to Salisbury, and 
Robert of Glouceſter agrees with Henry Huntington. Neithcl 
the Mont of Cheſter, nor the Eulogium mention it; and what 
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the former of theſe takes to be the Ermingſtreet, the other Ikenild- 
calls by a name particular to himſelf Belingſtreet. ſtreet. 
If it terminated upon the Solent Sea, it mult have been at 
Southampton, and probably went from Strately , where we 
loſt it, to Siicheſter, thence to Wintchefter , and Southampton, 
and the way above mention'd # between Mintcheſter and Sil. 
cheſter muſt have been part of it, and not of the Erming- 
ſtreet. But by it's paſſing the Thames at Goring to Strately 
it ſeems to bear to another point, and carry us rather to New- 
berry or Speen than to Siſcheſter. And tho' I am at a loſs 
whether any footſteps of it remain betwixt thoſe two Towns, 
yet I am apt to think it did go to Salisbury as laid down in 
--- the ww and from thence might alto run on {till farther 
Weſtward. | . 
| hat a Roman way was carry d on between Speen, the Spine 
of Antoninus, and Old Salisbury is undeniable by the remains 
of it that are yet to be ſeen near Andover in Hant-ſhire b; 
and it ſeems to have gone by Broughton ( Brige) the relicks 
of it that appear again at Winter/low in Wiltſhire pointing 
| Eaſtward directly upon that Town, and carrying you Weſt- 
ward upon it's gravel to O/d Sarum. From thence it is (till 
very fair to Stratford ſub Caſtle, Netherhampton now call'd 
| Norrington ; thence croſſing the race to Strattford Tony it 
goes thro' Vorndites, to Woodyates, to Crechill, to Badbury 
Caſtle and Crawford, where it is call'd Aggleton-road, and is 
ſeveral times viſible betwixt that place and Dorcheſter ; but 
whether this was part of the Tkenildſtreer I thall not preſume 
to affirm. Neither can I imagin why in theſe parts it is 
calld Aggleton- road, there being no Iown of that name in 
this Country, or, as 1 believe, in all England; and the 
Town call'd Icaltun, which has given this ſtreet it's name 
tor ſeveral miles in Hertford-ſbire, is ſo remote that I can- 
not perſwade my ſelf that the Aggleton. road is a corruption 
for 1ca/tun-road. I rather think it to have been miſcall'd fo 
tor Eggerton-road; ſince from Dorcheſter to a place call'd 
Eggerton-hill there runs a great Roman way Weitward, call'd 
the Foſſe, as 1 have obſerv'd before c, and this probably was 
the Road that Antoxinus travell'd for the moſt part in his fif- 
teenth Journey from Silcheſter, thro' Broughton, Old Sarum, 
Dorcheſter, and Seaton to Exceter, having deviated only twice 
trom it to take in Wintcheſter and Winborn. 
I am ſenſible there muſt be many miſtakes in the foregoing 
tflay, notwithſtanding the pains J have taken to avoid them. 
But the ditficulty of the ſubject 1 hope will be a ſuſficient 
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. Ikenild- excuſe both for thoſe errors, and other imperfections tha: 
3 ftreet. may occur to perſons who may have had better opportu- 
j nities of obſerving the remains of theſe OI Ways in fevers! 
B parts, than my ſelf. Neither did I at firſt enter upon th 
deſign but by the by, and as ſubſervient to another. Nor F 
1 have I now ſuffer'd it to appear in Publick with any other 
f view, than that it might, perhaps, induce ſuch Gentlemen 1 
h zãvs are lovers of our Erngliih Antiquities, and have leiſure e- | 
| nough, to endeavour the Recovery of the Courſes theſe . 
Ways formerly took, near their reſidence. For I believe n 
abſolutely impoſſible that any one man, tho he ſhould travel 4 
the Kingdom over for that purpoſe (which I think alſo no 
body will do) can be able to trace them without many un- 
avoidable intcrruptions and miſtakes : ſince ſuch a ſearch re- 
quires a more particular knowledge of every County than | 
can be pretended to by any but thoſe who by a long reiid- F 
ing in it, and by a curious obſervation of it, have made j 
themſelves acquainted, I may ſay, with almoſt every corner 
of it, and after that are able to form a nice judgment upon 
their diſcoveries.
